Chinese Have 


Good Future 


Says Childs 


Youth In Orient Instills 


Progress, Speaker 
Tells Professors 


The political and industrial con- 


ditions in China -were discussed by 
Jnck Childs, Wisconsin's represent- 
ative to China, last night at a meet- 
ing: of 20 professors at the home 
of Dean F. E. Turneaure. Although 
the present outlook in the Orient is 
dark,' there is hope for a reversal 
toward 
progress 
according 
to 


Childs. 


"Amerians cannot understand the 


"problems China hag to face in the 
makinK of a republic. When one half 
of the population goes to bed each 
evening with nothing to eat, _ and 
when often only one person in a 
village of .17,000 
can read and 


write, it "is easy to see that govern- 
ment is a mijrhty task," Childs de- 
clared. 


Tho present Chinese government 


does not activity function as such 
outside the precincts of Peking, the 
capital city, Childs asserted. 


In industrial matters the East is 


being invaded rapidly by western 
enterprise.-;. 
In one month alone, 


according to Child's report, GO new 
western firms registered in the cap- 
ital city. The fact that there are 
no labor or industrial laws and that 
raw material is abundant is. the 
basis for the influx. 


Childs told of one western corpor- 


ation in :China which issued a state- 
ment that due to cheap labor, raw 
material and non infringement of 
governmental laws, it was able to 
make a profit of at least three times 
its capitalization. 


Some of the 
hopeful signs m 


.Modern China which Childs men- 
tioned were the failures of stter--'- 
to overthrow the democracy four 
times in the last six years, the grad- 
ual emancipation of women, the 
rise of provincial autonomy and the 
movement for youth education and 
improvement. 


"Young- China is waging

customs,"

said. 


"Schools are br.ing constructed, the 
vernacular 
language 
supercoding 


the obscure classical writing and 
western ideals are gaining in signi- 
ficance."

Elsie Tolcs, a vivid personality 


known to most of the state officials 
of Arizona, is the* first woman in 
the United States to serve on a 
board of pardons and paroles. Af- 
ter on* year and a half on Arizona's 
board she makes the statement that 
the present method of dealing with 
criminals is all wrong. 


Under the Arizona law, as state 


superintendent of public instruction 
Miss Toles serves with the attorney 
general as a member of the board 
of pardons and paroles. With the 
attorney general she hns had a 
voice in the selection of a citizen 
member and the three pass on all 
cases coming1 up for pardon, parole 
and commutation.

the futility and shortsightedness 
of our present .methods of dealing 
with criminals. We" are trying to 
cure the evil instead of preventing 
it," Miss Toles contends. "When I 
see tho sorrowful procession of the 
defective in mind and body Mid 
worse still of those who started 
life as normal human beings but 
through neglect and evil influence 
for which they wore not responsible 
have become warped into outlaws 
from society I wonder -when we will 
find tho courage and wisd'om to at- 
tack the evil at its source."

Pumnkin Pie—One and one-half 


CUDS strained cumpkin or squash, 
onehalf cup sugar, one cup -of boil- 
ing milk poured over the pumpkin 
before the sugar is added, one tea- 
spoon salt, one teaspoon cinnamon, 
oe egg slightly beaten. 
Put into 


uncooked crust and bake. All pies 
should bo. started in a hot oven and 
the heat lowered after the first ten 
or fifteen minutes. 


Salad Dressing — Heat 
one cup 


vinegar, mix two rounding table- 
spoons flour with two rounding ta- 
blespoons sugar and one-half table- 
spoon salt. Stir into hot vinegar, 
cook until thick, set off the flame 
while stirring in one well beaten 
egg. Heat again just until the egg 
thickens. 
This is enough for sev- 


eral days, as each time you use 
part of it you add a few table- 
spoons of sweet cream and beat. 
With this salad dressing on hand 
one can use up all left over vege- 
tables.

less daily reporting service. The 
service was lirst started in Octo- 
ber, 1P21, when a branch of the 
United States department of agri- 
culture leased wire was installed 
in the 
office at 
Madison. 
This 


wire gave direct connection with 
all thfi leading markets from Bos- 
ton to Kansas City. 
Tho depart- 


ment at first had no broadcasting 
station of its own and so made ar- 
rangements 
with 
the university 


whereby the department of mar- 
kets furnished the market reports 
which weru sent out 'for it by the 
university station. 
This sen-ice 


proved extremely popular and val- 


uable and the department is now 
taking steps to greatly expand the 
use oi the wireless market reports. 
The reports sent out consist of 
markets on live stock, dairy and 
poult.*' products, fruit and veg- 
etables and hay and grain, 


A 
daily 
mimeograph 
bulletin 


giving all the markets is now be- 
ing mailed to those who apply for 
it. Thir. bulletin is being mailed 
from Madison and at the same 
time a daily potato bulletin is be- 
ing sent out from Waxipaca. The 
department as a matter of econ- 
omy plans to discontinue the Mad- 
ison reporting service entirely and 
center all its marget repoting ac- 
tivities Jit the Waupaca office. This 
office is centrally located in the 
state and tho wireless reports can 
bo sent from there so that every 
corner of the state will be reached. 


The work at Waupaca will, be 


carried on with the U. -S. depart- 
ment of agriculture. The broad- 
casting equipment is of the latest 
design which will 
give sufficient 


power to give full service to all 
of the state. Four market broad- 
casts will be given each day and 
summaries twice weekly when the 
station starts operating in Decem- 
ber.

Bourree and 
Gigue, from Suite 


in D major, by Jphann Sebastian 
Bach, born and 
died in Germany, 


1685-1750. 


The Fountain Hand of Music— 


In Bach -we revere not only one of 
the greatest creative minds in the 
history of music; we recognize in 
him the master without whom mod- 
ern music could not exist as we 
know it today. And this despite the 
fact that Bach 
is not more, than 


half "discovered" as yet, and de- 
spite the -fact that Bach -was not, 
strictly speaking, an inventor. His 
dominating position is due to two 
things: first that he said the last 
ford on any musical form that he 
touched, and second, he developed 
contrapuntal and 
polyphonic har- 


mony to such a degree 
of perfec- 


tion that virtually 
all the grreat 


comnosers since his day have gone 
to school to him and each one has 
come away enriched, and deepened. 


Composer, 
Performer 


Bach was born in Eisenach, Ger- 


many, oi a family 
which held an 


important position in the world of 
music 
for 
nearly 
two 
hundred 


years. Early in life he became a 
virtuoso on the organ, his mastery 
df the keyboard 
being 
such that 


his fame as a player far outstrip- 
ped tho reputation 
of his ability 


as a composer. 
On one occasion 


he was to enter into a public com- 
netition with 
a 
certain organist 


named Marchand, 
whose boasting 


had become unendurable. 


Marchand was given a chance to 


hear Bach practice, and on the day 
set. for the contest he left the town 
(Dresden) by the first coach. After 
filling many 
different positions, 


Bach became choir-master 
at St. 


Thomas in Leipzig 
(1723), where 


he remained till his death. 
Here 


most of his great works • for chor- 
us and organ ,were composed. 


The Dance-Suite 


After 
Bach's 
death 
he 
was 


nearly forgotten for 
many years. 


Our modern knowledge of him is 
largely due 
to 
Mendelsson, who 


came upon the St. Matthew Pas- 
sion at the age of twelve, and who 
broucht it in later years to suc- 
cessful performance at Leipzig. 


It was also Mendelssohn who re- 


vived thfl orchestral suites of Bach, 
ono of which -we "are studying. Each 
wrote many of 
thesa 
suites for 


the orchestra as it was then con- 
stituted, thus creating 
a forerun- 


ner of the modern symphony. The 
suite was a series of loosely con- 
nected numbers, 
primarily 
dance 


movements, in which contrast was 
secured by changes of tempo. 


Two Day Old Dances 


The Bourree and Gigue are the 


two last movements of a series of 
five. The Bourree 
is said to have 


originated among 
the wood-chop- 


pers of southern France, and to 
have been carried 
to tie court 


duritg the 
dance craze of the 


eighteenth century. It 
is a gay 


movement with 
a marked rhythm 


and a decided swing. Bach's poly- 
phonic1 mastery 
is evident in1 the 


interweaving of 
the instrumental 


voices. 


The Gigue 
(pronounced 
"jig-") 


derives its name from the old Ital- 
ian fiddle, a parent of the modern 
violin, called a "giga." The dance 
is a direct ancestor of the jig, and 
tha close resemblance of the move- 
ment can be easily detected; it is 
in six-eight 
time, 
and 
is very 


bright and charming. 


The two parts of today's selec- 


tion are 
recorded, 
together with 


the Overture to the same suite in 
D major, on Victor No. 35669.

Harding: Regime Is Jarred 


A 


STAGGERING • blow to the Hard- 
ing administration—that seems to 


be the outstanding result of yesterday's 
elections throughout the country. 


Nev/berryism, the Esch-^ummins law, 


the new tariff bill, the proposed ship sub- 
sidy have brought deserved retribution 
to the old guard at Washington. The 
people have emerged from a "solemn 
referendum" on the inventory of the 
Harding administration to date and the 
verdict seems to be general from Atlan- 
tic to Pacific. 


The result in Wisconsin, of course, was 


expected. The vote yesterday simply 
ratines the verdict rendered at the pri- 
maries when the progressive movement 
under the leadership of Senator La Fol- 
lette won an unprecedented victory. 


The result in New York is a great set- 


back for the present administration at 
Washington. The old guard will seek 
to dissipate the effect of the New York 
vote by attributing the result to the per- 
sonal popularity of Al Smith.

•will be unable to control the next house.

exorcise of the police power "for the public health, safety and general welfare. 


In fact, the courts have approved zoning whenever it was done sens-W- 


and comprehensively. The first case arose in Boston, Mass., where two differ- 
ent heights for future buildings were fi xed throughout the city. This was sup- 
ported by the highest court of Massach usetts, and the United States Supreme 
court. 
(Welch vs. Swasey, 214 U. S. 9 1.)

The next important case arose in Los Angeles, Cal., where, under a zoninff 


plan of dividing the city into industria 1 and residential districts, a brickyar^ 
in1 a residential district -was ousted, although it had been in existence for many 
years. This was upheld by the Calif or nia courts and also by the United S;aK^ 
Supreme Court as a proper exercise of the police power. Modern zoning f'
